Bargain for film investors 


A FILM-MAKING company from Kidder¬ 
minster is appealing for investment in its 
latest Midland-based thriller. 

Counter Intelligence Films, headed by 
Roger Cottrell, will film the majority of its 
new movie. Bargain, in Tipton. 

It hopes to keep the film as local as possi¬ 
ble with investors from the Midlands. 

Written and directed by former Kidder¬ 
minster College lecturer Roger Cottrell and 
starring Dudley-based former soldier Greg 
Hobbs, Bargain is based on a classic 
revenge story with a bloody outcome. 

Mr Cottrell said: “It’s based on Greg’s 
experiences serving in Bosnia and also 
mine as a journalist, while the producer is 
also Bosnian. 

“We’re looking nationally and interna¬ 


tionally for funding and investment. It 
would be nice to get some local investment 
to keep the film as close as possible to the 
Midlands.” 

The company has already filmed 30 
minutes of plot footage which was enough to 
attract the interest of Film4 and Matt Rut¬ 
ledge, stunt director for Jackie Chan. 

The gritty urban thriller tells the story of 
a Bosnian asylum seeker drawn into Birm¬ 
ingham’s dark underworld. 

With the help of Film4 and some invest¬ 
ment, Counter Intelligence Films hopes to 
have the film on release within a year.

Football club kicks off big pian 


AMBITIOUS plans for a £100,000 
revamp of a Wyre Forest football 
club have been unveiled by its 
vice-chairman. 

Areley Kings FC wants to build a 
new clubhouse at its ground in Minster 
Road, Stourport. 

It will offer facilities including new 
changing rooms and a hospitality area. 
The current changing rooms are in a 
poor state of repair and do not meet 
required standards. 

Planning permission to replace 
them with a new building has been 
granted by Wyre Forest District 
Council. The number of car parking 
spaces at the ground will also be 


increased from 35 to 40, although the 
overspill car park will remain. 

The ground and changing rooms are 
used every day of the week in the foot¬ 
ball season, and for training during the 
evenings and on Saturdays through¬ 
out the summer. 

Social 

Fundraising to pay for the develop¬ 
ment has now begun and members 
have organised supermarket bag 
packs and social events. 

They are also hoping to apply for 
grants from organisations and are 
working with Plan for Sport to help 
attract funding. 

Club vice-chairman Rob Burford 


said: “The club has been working on 
the plans for some time and will, when 
completed, provide some of the best 
facilities at a community football club 
in the area. 

“The hard work now begins to get the 
funds in place to start the project and 
the club is working in partnership with 
Plan for Sport to raise funds.” 

The club was formed in 1974 and has 
two adult teams and five youth sides 
ranging from under-eights to under- 
15s. Mr Burford added: “Our football 
club has gone from strength to 
strength over the last few years pro¬ 
viding 10 youth teams together with a 
mini-kickers soccer school and three 
adult teams.”

But for Bank Holiday 
weekend (August 27-29) the 
Severn Valley Railway will 
import tons of sand to have 
its own beach at Arley as 
well as donkey rides and 
Punch and Judy. 


T he LEADER of Wyre 
Forest District Council 
has insisted Kidder¬ 
minster’s economy continues 
to “hold its own” despite the 
closure of three high street 
shops and the rejection of the 
town’s Enterprise Zone bid. 

A proposed EZ site - based at 
South Kidderminster Business 
Park — was not in a list of 11 
announced by the Government, 
although the plans could still be 
independently revived. 

And in a week when TJ Hughes 
closed its doors for the final time, it was 
announced that fellow town centre 
stores Next and Dorothy Perkins 
would also shut next month. 

MAJOR 

This prompted one trader to label Kidder¬ 
minster as a ghost town - a suggestion 
rejected by council leader John Campion. 

He pointed to the involvement in Kidder¬ 
minster of major retailers such as Deben- 
hams and Asda, as well as the success of 
business support group ReWyre, as evi¬ 
dence of the town’s growth. 

“Kidderminster has consistently shown 
that it punches far above its weight,” the 
council leader said. 

“Compared to our near neighbours such

as Stourbridge, we are defiantly holding our 
own. 

“Wyre Forest District Council and its 
partners continue to be extremely positive 
about Kidderminster’s potential and we 
will continue to make economic regenera¬ 
tion a key priority.” 

The imminent closure of Next and 
Dorothy Perkins, announced by Arcadia 
Group which owns both brands, will leave 
10 vacant shops in Worcester Street. 

Latest figures show that 13 per cent of the 
town’s shops are now empty and Bill Sidhu, 
who runs the post office in Horsefair and is 
chairman of the Horsefair Traders Partner¬ 
ship, said help was needed to bring in trade. 

“it is becoming a ghost town and it’s only 
going to get worse,” he said. 

“Shops are closing and businesses are 
struggling, but the new shops that are 
opening aren’t going to help the independ¬ 
ent traders.” 

Despite the Enterprise Zone rejection, 
the chairman of Worcestershire Local 
Enterprise Partnership said the plans could 
still go ahead. 

Peter Pawsey said the decision was disap¬ 
pointing, but added that the LEP would not 
neglect Kidderminster. “We will be sitting 
down with Wyre Forest District Council’s 
team to plan the creation of our own Enter¬ 
prise Zone because many of the business 
benefits can still be applied, as was con¬ 
firmed by the Department for Communities 
and Local Government,” he said.

“We are keen to get the 
ball moving even quicker to 
increase the trust from a 
small local group to some¬ 
thing much larger that we 
hope could gain charitable 
status. We have already 
raised £50,000, much of this 
over the past year alone, 
which certainly shows our 
capabilities.” 

The trust plans to turn 
the castle into an education 
centre.

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Plans put in for £2.6m 
hotel at historic mili 


PLANS to convert an historic weaving mill in 
Kidderminster into a £2.6million Premier Inn 
have heen submitted for final approval. 

The hotel chain already has permission to create 
the 56-hedroom development at the Grade-II listed 
Slingfield Mill, at Weavers Wharf, Kidderminster. 

But the firm needs separate approval to make changes 
inside and outside the building, which dates hack to 1870. 

Designs have now heen 
submitted to Wyre Forest 
District Council by archi¬ 
tects Allison Pike for consid¬ 
eration by officers who will 
make a delegated decision. 

The document reveals the 
entrance to the new hotel 
will be on the north side of 
the building, facing a car 
park, with a lobby and 
storage on the ground floor. 

Stairs will rise past the 
first floor to bedrooms on 
the second and third floors. 

The hotel reception, bar 
and restaurant will be built 
on the fourth floor. 


County is 
given £3nn 
net boost 


Train sparks 
start fires 

SPARKS from passing 
trains caused two fires to 
break out on embankments 
alongside the Severn Valley 
Railway line last week. 

The first started near the 
Bewdley tunnel, covering a 
10ft square of grassland. 

Then a 20ft square patch 
of land went up in flames 
near Droppings Well Farm 
off Stourport Road. 


WORCESTERSHIRE is to 
receive more than £3million 
towards its high-speed 
broadband plan. 

Funding allocations from 
Culture Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt saw the county get 
£3,350,000. 

Worcestershire County 
Council has been working to 
develop its plan for months. 

It sees high-speed broad¬ 
band as essential to eco¬ 
nomic development and 
tackling social and eco¬ 
nomic disadvantage, espe¬ 
cially in the more rural 
areas. 

But delivering such a 
service to most of the county 
will also need the public and 
private sectors to commit 
millions of pounds. 

The allocation of 
£3,350,000 is based on the 
number of premises in each 
county eligible for state aid. 
These refer to areas where it 
is uneconomical for the 
private sector to invest 
alone. 

County council leader 
Councillor Adrian Hardman 
said: “This is a very useful 
start.” 


Fabric 

According to the design 
document no alterations to 
the fabric of the building 
will be made. 

A new storage door and 
glazed screen above will be 
built into the west facade, 
according to the details of 
the proposals put forward. 

Night access to the hotel 
will be by controlled entry 
and a porter will be on site 
throughout the evening. 
Lighting will be installed in 
the car parking areas. 

All bedrooms will have a 
key card system which will 
direct power to the room 
when occupied and switch it 
off when people leave. 

The hotel will share the 
five-storey site with an 
existing Debenhams store 
which opened in 2009 and 
occupied the ground and 
first-floors of the building.

KIDDERMINSTER cricket 
coach Gavin Haynes has 
been recognised for his out¬ 
standing services to grass¬ 
roots cricket. 

Haynes was presented 
with both county and 
regional coaching certifi¬ 
cates by legendary West 
Indies fast bowler Michael 
Holding, who is part of the 
Sky Sports ECB coach edu¬ 
cation programme. 

Fifteen coaches met 
Holding on the pitch during 
the lunch break on day two 
of the third Test at Edgbas- 


ton. Haynes became the 
cricket development officer 
for Dudley borough on a 
part-time basis in 2001 and 
has led the Sportlink 
scheme for 10 years, co-ordi¬ 
nating cricket in 39 primary 
schools.

CAMPAIGNERS who ripped down fences at a 
beauty spot are taking their fight back to court 
after they were ordered to pay thousands of 
pounds in damages and costs. 

The Hands Off Hartlebury Common group has 
vowed to continue battling plans to put cattle on site 
and cut back heathland. 

About 1,000 yards of fencing, which had been put up by 
Worcestershire County Council on the land near Stourport 
to keep the animals in, were torn down by members of the 
group. They were ordered to pay £2,855 damages and 
£3,237 costs at Kidderminster County Court last month. 


But group leader Steve 
McCarron of Hartlebury 
said there would be an 
appeal against the court 
order. 

Documents were being 
submitted ahead of an 
appeal hearing at Worcester 
Crown Court. 

He said: “The council are 
claiming ownership of the 
land when they cannot 
prove it. It is public prop¬ 
erty. 

“We believe the common 
is being wrecked and we will 
carry on our campaign.” 

Wrecked 

The council says the 
fences and cattle are to 
control heathland and over¬ 
grown vegetation. 

An injunction was 
granted that prevents Mr 
McCarron; Anthony 

Barnett of Market Drayton, 
Shropshire, and Vanessa 
Wright, of Hartlebury, from 
interfering with fencing and 
other structures on Hartle¬ 
bury Common, or interfer¬ 
ing with council workers. 

Council countryside 

service manager Andy Mag- 
innis said: “We’re disap¬ 
pointed that we were forced 
to take action to protect this 
site against this vandalism. 

“This work is supported 
by the overwhelming major¬ 
ity of local people.”

MORE THAN 60 extra car parking spaces are 
to be created at Kidderminster General Hospi¬ 
tal under new plans to cut traffic problems on 
streets around the site. 

Proposals have been submitted to Wyre Forest 
District Council to create the spaces around the hos¬ 
pital site. The plans are expected to be discussed 
later in the year. 

Under the scheme part of an old pathology block would 
be demolished to make room for around 12 of the planned 
65 new spaces. Other places would be created on site 
between the hospital’s D, F and B blocks. 

There would also be 
spaces created near to the 
main entrance if the scheme 
is approved. 

It is hoped the additional 
parking will help reduce 
long-term problems on 
streets around the hospital 
which are clogged with cars 
during the day. 

Councillor Tracey Onslow 
said: “Creation of more 
parking spaces on the hospi¬ 
tal site is good news and 
much-needed in this area. 

“Streets around the hos¬ 
pital, especially Crescent 
Road and Hume Street, 
have a real problem with 
staff and hospital users 
parking outside their 
homes. 

“In Crescent Road it is 
particularly bad as there 
are double yellow lines 
along one side so sometimes 
residents are unable to park 
near their own homes,” she 
added. 

Merging 

“Hopefully these extra 
spaces will alleviate some of 
the problems. 

“People using the hospital 
have to be encouraged to use 
these spaces on the hospital 
site.” 

Work is already taking 
place to create a new 
£5million medical centre on 
the hospital site to accom¬ 
modate the merging of the 
Aylmer Lodge and 
Northumberland House GP 
surgeries. 

Around 132 spaces are 
being created, along with 
other parking schemes, for 
use by the development. 

It is likely some of the 65 
spaces would also be used by 
medical centre users as 
well. 

Consultation on the 
spaces has already been 
launched and is due to end 
on September 8. 

Pool players

The i20 Blue is based on the current 120 Comfort trim level, 
mated to the 1.4 CRDi 90 PS engine, and is priced at £13,195 
on-the-road. 

To achieve the C02 figures, the i20 Blue has the following 
Blue Drive technologies: Intelligent Stop & Go (ISG), low 
rolling resistance tyres, rear suspension under cover and 
rear-wheel deflector. With these, the i20 Blue achieves a 12 



per cent reduction in emissions (compared to the current 1.4

Drivers of the i20 Blue won’t need to make regular visits to 
a fuel station.
